Applicants' Attorney PTO Deposit Account No. 23-0975 was charged an amount of ; 
$4.00 on October 1 1, 2002 and $360.00 on October 16, 2002 for a total amount of $364.00, in 
compaction with additional claims fees. However, we believe these charges to be incorrect. 

The $360.00 charge appears to relate to 20 additional dependent claims which we believe 
were accounted for in the filing fee of $710.00 when the application was first filed on March 26, 
2001 . In addition to the $710.00 filing fee, an additional claims fee totaling $270.00 were also 
paid for 15 additional claims.
